The production tax, by which the 
government was given power to take 
from every farmer seven per cent of 


the farm’s production in goods or in 


money,.came in for more heated and 
more widespread condemnation from 
farming communities and agricultural 
interests than has greeted probably 
any other piece of legislation adopted 
by: any ‘Alberts legislature for many 
years past. The protests against the 
act came from virtually every ¢or- 
ner of the province, and from drouth 
areas as Well as from the districts 
which always have good crops. li 
came from livestock producers, dairy- 
men, wool ‘growers, sugar beet grow- 
ers and vegetable growers, as well 
as from farmers producing only 
grain. ‘ 

One big .protest meeting was ‘held 
at White school, near Lethbridge. 
There farmers declared that the act 
would increase their individual taxes, 
levied by the provincial government, 
as much as 10 times. 

Norman F; Priestley, vice-president 
of the United Farmers of Alberta, 
recorded the protest. of that organiza- 
tion; as an extremely conservative es 
timate, he said, doubled taxation 
would be the result of the act. Rate- 
payers of the Lethbridge Northern 
Irrigation district. went on record as 
opposing the act strenuously and ask- 
ed their executive to place the pro- 
test before. the govérnment. At 
Lloydminster, Social Credit support- 
ers were among the first to’ protest.

‘Employment Commission Report 


Whatever parliament may do with the final report of the Purvis Na- 
tional Commission on Employment and whatever discussion may take place 
in the House of Commons with respect to the recommendations of the Com- 
mission it is reasonable to assume that by the time the contents of the 
report have become well digested by the public, it will provoke a great deal 
of debate throughout the country and some aypects of it aré destined to 
preve controversial. 

Some phases of the report will undoubtedly receive quite general sup- 
port, throughout the country, both in Eastern and Western Canada, and 
probably. in this category can be placed the fundamental premise that the 
long range solution of the problem of unemployment is some from ‘of 
national unemployment ‘insurance which, as is pointed out, is already pro- 
jected by the Federal government, supported by a supplementary system 
of unemployment relief,

Opinions Differ 


So far as this general principle is concerned the commission was unani- 
mous in its approval but on the question of assumption of responsibility for 
unemployment aid there was a divergence of opinion, one member of the 
Commission, Mrs. Mary Sutherland of Vancouver, dissenting from the joint 
opinion ef the other members that this responsibility should be assumed 
in its entirety by the Federal government, Mrs. Sutherland expressed it as 
her opinion; ‘That it is fundamental that the primary responsibility for 
the relief of distress (in our reference distress resulting from unemployment 


ing thereto when, in its view, a. practical iawisigsnme exists apis of the 
unusual nature or extent of the distress.” 

“The fact alone that one of the members of the Commission should have 
chosen to sign the report with a reservation on which she aptly terms a 
fundamental principle, is bound to bring this question of policy into the 
limelight and ensures for it a considerable amount of controversy before 
the question. is settled to the satisfaction of the general public, if ever.

Room For ‘Improvement 


Whatever may be the outcome of this divergence of ppinieas on. this 
outstandingly important aspect of the question, however, there will be gen- 
eral agreement with the Commission’s opinion that any. system of unemploy- 
ment insurance and unemployment relief aid should be closely po-ardinaten 
with a system of employment offices and services. 

Under the present set up it has been felt, and not without some founda- 
tion, that, there is. not sufficient co-ordination between ‘the administration 
of relief and the governmental business of bringing together work and peo- 
ple who are: unemployed.. Anything that can be done to ensure the very 
closest co-operation between these two functions will be an important step 
in the right direction. 

Another: aspect of the report’ which is likely to pfovoke considerable 
controversy, and particularly in the west, is the Commission’s lukewarm 
attitude towards proposals to initiate programs of public works as a tem- 
porary alleviation of unemployment, though there will be agreement with 
the commission’s recommendations as to types of work which should be 


undertaken if the usta pe decides ‘that’ works should be instituted and 
put: into effect.

AT HOME 20 WEEKS

Wife Feared Husband Would 
Never Work Again 


- When her husband had been at 
home 20 weeks with rheumatism in 
his back, this woman began to think 
he would never work again.

The bill was presented to parlia- 
ment as an emergency measure to 
enable the new government to cope 
with troublesome financial and labor 


Time: Has Come For \ More problems and was approved. 
The chamber gave the premier a’ 


576-5 vote of confidence, while the 
senate greeted his outline of policy 
with almost unanimous applause. 
Floatation of a  15,000,000,000- 
franc (about $465,000,000) . national 
defence loan is chief among project- 
ed measures of the government, 
drawn from’ moderate. left and cen- 
tre parties of parliament. 
' This power, as the bill now stands, 
will lapse automatically July 31, or 
on any previous date. on which par- 
liament may decide to adjourn its 
present’ regular session.. Whatever 
decrees are enacted will take effect 
immediately, but must 'bé ratified by 


parliament before Dec. 31. 


Daladier also made a big start in 
settling labor disputes which at their 
height found ‘160,000 strikers occupy- 
ing France’s' key national defence 
factories. 

This number was reduced to 140,- 
000 when an arbitrator appointed by 
the government sent 20,000. strikers 
in aviation plants. back to work. 
Further progress was achieved when 
employers and “stay-in” strikers in 
the plants still deadlocked agreed to 
submit ‘their differences to arbitra- 
tion. 

Before’ the confidence vote, Dala- 
dier advised parliament the destiny 
of France was at stake and insisted 
that in the face of a rearmed Europe 
every one of. France’s internal weak- 
nesses undermined the nation’s se- 
curity. 

The first reaction was announce- 
ment by Jacques Duclos, secretary 
of the Communist party, that strik- 
ers in the nationalized aviation fac- 
tories — numbering about 20,000— 
were ready to return to work. Duc- 
los is a deputy. 

Duclos’ announcement was con- 
firmed by the minister of air, Guy 
Lachambre, who. said the strikers 
agreed to work 45 instead of 40 
hours a week, with an increase in| 
pay of 75 ‘centimes (about two cents) 
an hour. They originally demanded |

I$ URGED BY RT. 
‘HON. RB. BENNETT 


Toronto.--Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett, 

Conservative leader, urged young 
Canadians to think in terms of Can- 
ada and to make a contribution to 
national unity. Grave as were such 
Canadian problems as those of un- 
employment and railways they could 
be solved if Canadians would think 
in terms of the nation, instead of 
thinking of provinces. or sections. 
+ “Now that I.am about to join the 
vast army of uncmployed,’ said Mr. 
Bennett, “all I Wish to say to you 
is ‘et there be no provincial bound- 
ariés to your patriotism’.” 

Mr, Bennett addressed the young 
men’s section of the Toronto board 
of trade and said he was induced to 
speak as he did only because of the 
gravity of the present situation. It 
was a@ commonplace that there had 
never been ‘less unity in Canada than 
to-day. 

“Yet,” he .said, ‘the spirit that 
made possible what Canada did from 
1914 to 1919 can win through to na- 
tional unity.’ 

Only recently, said Mr. Bennett, a 
speaker in the Nova Scotia legisla- 
ture had said the place to erect a 
statue to Sir Charles Tupper was not 
in Halifax but in “Upper Canada.” 
Sir Charles. Tupper had made con- 
federation possible. 

“And provincialism manifests it- 
self in this day and generation by 
someone saying, ‘Go to Upper Can- 
ada and stick a monument to him 
there’.” 

That was just an illustration, he 
said. All across Canada people were 
talking of provincial rights “as if 
there were nine sovereignties when 
in fact there can be but one and that 
sovereignty is Canada,” 

The former prime minister, about 
to retire from party leadership, 
hinged his discussion on national 
unity on an announcement of plans 
for the young men’s section. of the 
board of trade to. make a goodwill 
visit to Detroit. He did not wish to 
be misunderstood, he said, but he 
thought Canadians should know Can- 
ada before they knew any other 
country. He would like to, see such 
trips to western Canada, the Mari- 
times and Quebec.

Have Been Helpful In Rehabilitation 
Work In Drought Areas 

Air surveys are proving remark- 
ably useful in rehabilitation work in 
the drought area, says Dr. E. §. 
Archibald, superintendent of experi- 
mental farms; These’ sutveys are 
used both in water development’ and 
in the economic suryey, 

Last, year two planes were 
and 12,500 pictures were taken from 
the air, The extraordinary feature 
of this work is that pictures looking 
vertically downward can, by means 
of the use of the stereopticon, show’ 
‘with almost absolute accuracy every 
gully and change of contour. The 
pictures can be re-charted to show 
elevations of one or two feet. By 
means of an oblique picture the per- 
centage of crop and summerfallow 
can be accurately shown, 

This year 20,000 pictures. will be 
taken from the air for water and eco- 
nomic surveys,
